Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 yearn old, whO"wto' at t-ke 
commencement of the present war, and 
linn since continued to la-, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of hu allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
I.and* Agency or Snb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made oi\ 
certain conditions. Puties—Six months 
leeidatice ii|x>n and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certain distrieta a bome»tr adermay 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. I’rice $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in eac’r/'jof 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
[ obtain nre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he can not si cure a pre emotion, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer. 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Most 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holder* of entries may count time of 
employment as fann labourers in CaiiHfla 
during 1917. as residence <liUR« under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Ijutfls are a.!verti*ed 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers wlm 
have served oversCgXTmd'liave been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri.
